A  hi  chl V  collectable  series  of  Cil  Wick  Cap  Leaps  were  produced  by  the  Anton 
family  of  Konongahela  City,  Pennsylvania.  While  the  Anton  family  migrate,  from 
Bavaria^ German^ to  Pennsylvania,  four  brothers  settled  in  the  Monongahela  ar® 
of  Pennsylvania  and  started  producing  cap  lamps  around  It/4*. 

Each  brother,  George,  John,  Chris,  and  FVed  produced  la*ps  individually  - at 
separate  locations  for  some  time  until  three  of  the  brothers  .CeQrge^John,  an 
Fred  merged  and  moved  into  the  largest  of  the  factories  initially  started  b>  Jon.  . 
The  location  of  this  factory  was  Seventh  Street,  Monongahela  City,  Fennsylvar 
Brother  Chris  continued  making  lamps  for  a  short  time  on  a  small  scale  ™ 

.  suspended  operations.  Brother  Fred  took  care  of  all  business  transactions  oi 
company  after  the  merger  with  George  and  John. 

Relative  to  the  lamps  produced  by  the  four  brothers  ln  the  ®a^ly 
never  seen  a  cap  lamp  bearing  the  name  or  initial  of  brother  Fr^d.  It  Is  bel  re 
by  the  authors  that  lamps  produced  by  the  family  prior  to  1890  bore  no  mark. n*. 
the  lamps.  This  in  itself  would  make  identification  of  an  early  Anton  lamp  almcf- 

impossible.

While  several  varities  of  cap  lamps  exist  in  current  collections,  the  early 
a  tents  obtained  by  the  Anton  family  were  centered  around  the  double  wick  tube 
design  used  on  the  earlier  manufactured  lamps.  The  double  wick  tube  design  was 
developed  to  accomodate  the  parafin  based  Sunshine  Oil  Fuel  developed  by  the  Standard 
Oil  Company.  The  Double  wick  tube  permitted  better  circulation  of  air  allowing  the 
heat  from  the  flame  to  pass  down  the  tube  assisting  in  the  melting  of  the  fuel  to 
improve  the  capillary  action  of  fuel  traveling  up  the  wick  to  the  flame. 


The  earliest  date  seen  on  any  cap  lamp  made  by  the  Anton  F&raily  to  the  best 
knowledge  of  the  authors  is  1890.  We  have  seen  this  variety  of  cap  lamp  in  three 
sizes.  All  of  the  lamps  seen  were  made  of  brass  and  contained  the  following  markings*

Lamps  produced  by  brothers  George,  John,  and  Fred  after  the  merger  only  carried 
the  name  of  brother  George. 


The  lamps  manufactured  by  each  of  the  Anton  Brothers  were  produced  in  roughly 
three  sizes.  The  metals  used  to  build  the  lamps  were  Brass,  Copper,  XX  Charcoal  Tin, 
and  combinations  of  all  three.  Tne  sizes  were  generally  advertised  as  Miners  No.  1,2,3, 
and  Drivers  cap  lamps®  Ihe  No.  1  designated  lamp  was  usually  the  smalles  and  the  No.  3 
lamp  the  largest.  Most  lamps  found  constructed  of  combination  metals  employed  a  brass 
body  or  resevoir  and  neck  tube  with  a  brass  tube  support,  while  the  lid,  bottom,  and 
wick  tube  were  XX  Charcoal  Tin. 


In  the  late  1890's  the  Anton  Brothers  turned  to  the  use  of  the  patriotic  logo's  for 
which  they  are  most  remembered.  This  is  probably  the  reason  for  the  popularity  of  the 
Oil  Wick  Cap  Lamps  produced  by  the  Anton  family. 


The  two  logo's  used  by  the  three  brothers  after  their  merger  in  the  late  1890 's 
are  most  commonly  referred  tc  as  the  Globe  and  Star  .  Both  are  illustrated  below  for 
comparison.  While  the  exact  dates  of  manufacture  are  not  know  by  the  authors,  both  of 
the  designs  were  produced  with  the  George  or  Geo.  name  only. 


We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  patent  date  information  for, the  Globe  variety,  but  . 
believe  both  logo's  were  used- in  the  early  1900's.  The  Globe  variety  is  the  scarcer  of 
'  the  two  by  a  long  shot  based  on  the  smaller  numbers- of  them  found  in  collections  in 
comparison  to  the  Star,  which  is  the  most  common. 


The  Star  variety,  with  the  eagle  on  top  of  the  shield,  is  believed  to  have  been  first 
•  anufactured  in  1898.  The  lamps  of  this  series  were  sold  longer  than  the  Globe  variety 
accounting  for  their  availability.  With  the  retirement  of  brother  George  in  the  190^-  t 
1905  period,  the  production  was  halted  when  all  existing  orders  were  filled  of  the  lampp 
bearing  either  of  these  two  logo's  with  the  name  of  George.

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The  Oil  Wick  Gap  Lamps  manufactured  by  brother  Chris  Anton  is  probably  the  most 
sought  after  by  collectors  of  any  of  the  lamps  in  this  series,  The  patriotism  displ 
by  Chris  in  the  selection  of  his  logo  is  unexcelled.  Due  to  the  limited  number  of  th- 
la^ps  produced  in  comparison  to  the  others  in  this  series,  this  is  believed  by  the 
authors  to  be  the  rarest  of  lamps  in  the  series.  We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  pate: 
reference  to  the  lamps  produced  by  Chris  or  copies  of  any  advertising  literature  tc  h 
identify  the  period  of  time  these  lamps  were  produced. 

All  of  the  lamps  we*ve  seen  with  the  Statue  of  Liberty  logo  were  made  of  XX  Char  <\ 
Tin,  with  a  brass  neck.  The  lamps  employed  only  a  single  wick  tube  with  an  overlap^  * 
seam  versus  a  crimped  seam  most  commonly  used  by  other  manufacturers  of  Oil  Wick  Cap 

Lamps. 


After  the  retirement  of  George  ,  brother  John  brought  his  son  ,  George  T.  Antor: 
into  the  Cil  Wick  Gap  lamp  Business.  The  Eagle  logo  was  adopted  for  the  lamps  made  by 
lUs  company  and  the  company  name  changed  to  J.  Anton  and  (<fc)  Son.  Ibe  Easrle  lamn  and 
was  patented  in  March  29,  1904.  Early  lamps  of  this  variety  contained  the  patent 
-ate  on  the  wick  tube  separated  from  the  Eagle  Logo  on  the  side  of  the  lamp  body.

We  have  seen  one  lamp  variety  with  the  Mar.  29 9  1904  patent  date  on  the  breast  of 
the  eagle.  The  vast  majority  of  lamps  in  collectors  hands  were  manufactured  with  the  J* 
&  Son  name  with  the  logo  located  at  the  base  of  the  wick  tube  on  the  tube  support. 


The  most  common  variety  of  lamp  bearing  the  J.  ANTON  &  SON  name  is  that  shown  below. 

The  body  or  resevoir  and  wick  tube  support  were  usually  made  of  brass  with  the  wick  tube 
lid  and  bottom  made  from  XX  Charcoal  Tin.  The  drip  ring  on  the  end  of  the  wick  tube  is 
Also  made  from  tin.  Most  of  the  lamps  made  by  J.  Anton  &  Son  only  used  a  single  wick  tube. 
a  few  of  these  lamps  were  manufactured  entirely  of  Tin,  but  these  are  harder  to 
locate.  This  was  the  last  variety  of  Oil  Wick  Gap  Lamp  to  be  manufactured  by  any  member 
of  the  Anton  family.  This  lamp  was  probably  produced  longer  than  any  other  in  this 
article  with  production  from  1904  till  the  company  again  changed  it's  name  around  1916*

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George  T.  Anton  and  his  brother  John  B.  started  producing  the  famous  Anton  Square- • 
carbide  lamp  with  it*s  patent  of  June  20,  1916.  The  lamp  carried  the  original  Star  lo{  r 
first  introduced  by  their  Uncle  George  and  modified  the  logo  to  Geo.  Anton  &  Brother, 
nonongahela.  Hje  company  only  survived  competition  until  closing  their  doors  in  1911.

As  Engineering  Editor  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  His¬ 
torical  Society,  Inc. ,  his  present  major  concern  is  to 
acquire  scrip  and  information  on  Semet-Solvay  and  SojLvay 
Collieries  coal  companies.  Any  member  that  can  help  with 
this  is  urged  to  contact  Mark  at  the  above  address. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  C&O  HR  had  extensive  mining 
interests  in  West  Virginia  and  a  number  of  other  areas. . 

The  transportation  of  coal  from  the  mines  was,  of  course,  a  major  revenue  producer 
for  the  railroad. 

Mark  advises  that  he  can  assist  NSCA  members  in  research  on  the  C&O.  The  society 
has  nearly  25,000  negatives  in  their  photo  archives  and  many  of  these  are  photos  of 
mines  and  mining  related  subjects.  Too,  the  society  has  brochures  available  that 
list  many  publications,  maps,  etc.  that  are  available  for  sale. 

Excerpts  fran  his  correspondence  will  be  of  interest  to  NSCA  members.  “The  Sol- 
vay  Process  Company,  Solvay  Collieries  Company  as  well  as  the  Semet-Solvay  Company, 
which  later  operated  mines  as  the  Semet-Solvay  Division  of  Allied  Chemical  and  Dye 
Corporation  all  originated  in  Syracuse,  NY.  In  addition  to  these,  there  were  several 
smaller  subsidiary  firms  such  as  the  Portsmouth-Solvay  Coke  Company  (Ohio) ,  the 
Kentucky-Solvay  Coke  Company  (Ashland,  KY) ,  and  the  By-Products  Coke  Corporation 
(So.  Chicago,  IL) .  With  the  exception  of  the  Solvay  Process  Company,  which  was 
engaged  in  alkali  manufacture,  the  other  companies  concerned  themselves  with  coke, 
coal  chemicals  and  related  operations  including  mining." 

Mark  is  trying  to  acquire  a  complete  set  of  Semet-Solvay  scrip  for  inclusion  in  the 
archives.  He  notes,  "the  company  operated  from  roughly  1911  to  1920  -  Kingston  and 
Westerly  mines  in  WV. "  "Allied  Chemical  Corporation  .closed  it's  coal  operations  in 
1962.  These  mines  were  located  at  Hemphill,  Longacre  and  Marytcwn,  all  in  WV." 

Another  major  concern  is  his  attempt  to  locate  a  small  side-dump  rail  haul  car 
used  in  coal  mining.  If  one  can  be  located,  it  would  be  rennovated  and  placed  in 
the  museum.  He  feels  that  CSX  Corporation  might  transport  the  car  to  Syracuse 
without  charge.  If  any  member  can  be  of  assistance  on  this,  please  write  to  Mark.
